Ear  East  Remain  Disturbing 


HATEVER  the  precise  reasons  for  It. 
and  there  have  been  many,  the  aban- 
donment of  the  National  forces  in 
China,  imminent  recognition  ol  the  Chinese 
Communist  regime,  and  the  failure  to  make 
even  a token  stand  in  Formosa  will  cost 
the  West  serious  loss  of  face  throughout 
Asiatic  countries,  with  repercussions  in 
Europe.  Here  Is  non-resisting  recognition 
of  aggression  by  force  of  arms  In  much  the 
same  pattern  as  once  In  Korea  and  Spain, 
with  still  painful  memories  Ignoring  the 
immediate  causes,  the  East  will  read  into 
this  record  a weakness  on  the  part  of  the 
West,  and  will  no  doubt  gloat  over  that 
Not  even  as  much  as  an  United  Nations' 
warning  was  used  to  assert  the  right  of 
free  peoples  to  their  own  lands.  So  much 
for  the  technical  position,  and  it  Is  not  com- 
forting. 

The  factual  case  is  long  drawn-out  and 
involved.  There  was  the  long  record  of  the 
continuation  of  war-lord  sell-outs  and 


bribery  in  China;  the  weakness  of  the 
Chiang  Kai-shek  regime  in  its  own  land; 
the  preoccupation  of  the  West  with  the  dis- 
turbed picture  In  Europe;  the  risk  of  a 
major  clash  which  the  West  was  by  no 
means  seeking,  the.  perhaps  lost,  hope  that 
somehow  good  could  be  brought  out  of  evil 
and  the  world  steered  again  by  genuine 
efforts  towards  peace  and  concord. 

Back  of  the  facades,  however,  there  is 
today  neither  East  nor  West.  It  is  one 
world,  and  what  is  done  in  it  anywhere 
will  have  instant  repercussions  at  every 
other  point.  That  is  the  damaging  re- 
sult of  policies  of  appeasement  in  what- 
ever form  they  may  be  framed  What 
began  in  Korea  a dozen  years  ago  is  by  no 
means  settled  yet.  If  peace  treaties  were 
to  be  written  tonight  they  would  only  be 
of  the  shotgun  variety.  This  open  retreat 
in  the  East  squares  so  little  with- the  aims 
of  firmness  and  reality  in  international 
relations  that  it  has  only  succeeded  in  add- 
ing another  cause  of  unrest  in  the  world. 


Dulling  a Saanich  Chestnut  Out  of  the  Fire 


THE  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  is 
changing  his  stance  and  is  In  error 
when  he  puts  the  onus  of  Saanich 
secession  issue  on  the  municipal  council. 
The  petition  of  the  former  Ward  Six  rate- 
payers is  not  the  council's  chestnut;  the 
Saanich  Relief  Act,  a provincial  statute, 
makes  it  the  Minister’s.  To  say  that  before 
he  acts  the  council  must  make  up  its  mind 
when  there  is  no  statutory  obligation  that 
it  should  do  so,  Is  to  beg  the  question.  It  is 
the  Minister’s  mind  that  must  be  made  up. 

For  a while  it  seemed  as  though  the 
Minister’s  mind  had  been  made  up;  he  had 
gone  the  length  of  promising  a plebiscite 
to  the  rural  voters  who  have  asked  to  secede. 
Now  he  cites  a financial  report  as  showing 
no  basis  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  the 
former  Ward  Six  area,  a contention  that 
might  have  some  force  did  he  not  nullify  it 
by  agreeing  to  recommend  secession  if 


Saanich  Council  holds  a referendum  and 
the  result  favors  rural  withdrawal  from 
the  municipality.  In  point  of  fact  the  Min- 
ister and  the  council  have  each  sought  to 
have  the  other  »>ear  the  brunt  of  responsi- 
bility for  positive  action. 

Past  Saanich  Councils  were  not  lielprul. 
The  Minister  had  a right  to  expect  either 
advice  or  Information  from  them  and  he 
received  neither.  The  1950  council,  how- 
ever, while  not  overly  enthusiastic,  has  at 
least  made  formal  request  to  the  Minister 
to  act  on  the  petition,  a step  that  may  be 
taken  as  Implying  no  objection  to  whatever 
should  follow  his  decision.  Meantime  one 
thing  Is  clear.  The  Saanich  Relief  Act  pro- 
vides certain  procedures  for  areas  desiring 
secession.  These  have  been  complied  with 
by  the  residents  of  the  former  Ward  Six 
area.  Does  that  mean  nothing?  Must  this 
issue  forever  be  bandied  about  between  a 
Minister  and  a municipal  council? 


tf  ho  Is  to  Deride  Canadian  lligluvay  Route? 


FOR  all  the  Dominion  Government's  op- 
timistic assurances  that  work  can  be- 
gin in  the  coming  Spring,  the  time 
when  a start  can  be  made  on  the  Canadian 
Highway  project  remains  in  the  realm  of 
conjecture.  ^Public  Works  Minister  E.  C. 
Carson  has  made  it  clear  that  conflict  of 
opinion  between  British  Columbia  and  Al- 
berta as  to  the  route  the  highway's  western 
portion  should  take  is  as  far  from  recon- 
ciliation as  ever. 

On  this  route  question,  which  after  all  is 
Vital  to  the  whole  plan,  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment stipulates  that  the  highway  must 
take  tht.most  direct  line  possible  British 
Columbia  adds  two  other  qualifications  just 
as  Important,  if  not  more  so;  that  It  should 
be  an  all-purpose  highway  open  to  commer- 
cial as  well  as  tourist  traffic,  and  that  it 
should  be  served  by  feeder  roads.  The  logic 
behind  these  specifications  is  obvious. 

For  the  first  of  British  Columbia's  re- 
quirements to  be  met  the  highway  must  be 


steered  clear  of  national  parks,  because 
Federal  law  does  not  permit  commercial 
traffic  therein.  That  effectively  rules  out 
the  Yellowhead  route  through  the  Rockies, 
and  the  Big  Bend  route  as  well,  unless  the 
Dominion  Government  U willing  to  amend 
the  law.  It  would  be  manifestly  Impractical 
for  the  Dominion  and  the  provinces  to 
spend  $300,000,000  on  a Canadian  Highway 
large  parts  of  which  would  be  restricted  to 
use  by  private  cars. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  Alberta  Gov- 
ernment favors  a road  through  Calgary  to 
link  with  British  Columbia's  Big  Bend 
Highway,  which  neither  meets  the  all-pur- 
pose highway  requirements  nor  is  the  roost 
direct  route  to  the  coast  The  Dominion 
Government  has  said  repeatedly  that  deter- 
mination of  route  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  provinces.  As  in  the  West,  so  in  the 
East  there  Is  inter-provincial  disagreement, 
showing  no  sign  of  settlement.  Who  is 
going  to  decide  this  issue,  and  when?

I realise  very  well  a sailor 
can't  take  the  lower  deck  with  him 
when  he  walks  along  Douglas  Street, 
and  we  shouldn't  expect  him  to  be 
waving  the  White  Ensign.

For  Instance,  when  I take  a stroll 
through  Beacon  Hill  Park  and  see 
sailors  on  bicycles  I'm  filled  with  the 
same  mysterious  wonder. 

They  look  so  out  of  character. 

Not  because  they've  got.  wide  trous- 
ers; usually  the  right  pant-leg  is 
clipped  out  of  harm's  way.  so  that's 
not  the  criterion.  Nor  Is  there  any 
civic  ordinance  that  put*  a bicycle 
out  of  bounds  when  it’s  ridden  by  a 
seaman.  I suppose  it’s  the  fixation  In 
my  mind  about  sailors  and  ships  that 
makes  bicycles  seem  incongruous. 

Just  like  wien  you  see  a fellow  in 
an  air  force  uniform  alone  in  a row- 
boat, fishing  perhap*.  He  doesn’t  ap- 
pear as  though  he  belongs,  either. 

All  this  Is  Irrational,  but  Ihe  feeling 
1 have  Is  much  the  same  as  it  would 
be  If  I saw  a man  In  top  hat  and 
swallow-tail  coat  digging  a ditch. 

A similar  reaction  came  over  me  the 
other  day  when  I looked  at  a pres* 
picture  of  the  RC.N.'i  pipe  band- 
bagpipe*.  not  the  kind  the  bo’sun 
sounds.  There  they  were,  these  pipers 
in  baggy  blues,  perched  atop  a gun 
turret  of  the  Ontario,  blowing  for  all 
they  were  worth.

THE  great  drama  of  preparing  the 
budget,  of  deciding  how  many 
millions  British  Columbia’s  Govern- 
ment will  spend  next  fiscal  year,  has 
been  going  on  for  weeks  behind  the 
big  doors  of  the  Cabinet  room. 

It  started  with  a sharp  warning 
from  the  Finance  Department:  that 
the  Government  couldn't  expect  rev- 
enues to  keep  Jumping  upward  for- 
ever. 

Finance  Minister  An.icomb,  backed 
by  hla  advisers,  suggested  the  time 
had  come  to  halt  big  annual  Increases 
In  spending— Increases,  by  the  way, 
which  have  already  made  British 
Columbia  by  far  the  heaviest  spend- 
ing province  In  Canada  on  a per 
capita  boat*. 

The  Finance  Department  would  like 
to  see  spending  kepi  within  last 
year's  892,300,000  Not  because  rev- 
enues won't  be  booming  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  but  with  business  definitely 
leveling  off,  the  department  thinks  It 
sound  financing  for  governments  to 
do  the  same. 

Actually  it's  expected  revenues  may 
top  8100,000,000  this  year,  but  the 
financial  experts  think  It's  time  sur- 
pluses are  put  by  to  meet  debt 
charge*,  or  to  provide  a cushion  in 
cose  of  trouble. 

♦ * * 

When  the  Finance  Department  pre- 
sented Its  case  to  the  Cabinet,  every- 
body agreed  It  was  time  for  economy. 
But  when  economy  gets  down  to  case* 
It  hurts. 

Social  welfare  and  pension  costs 
have  continued  to  Increase.  A mll- 
llon-dollar  bill  was  incurred  when 
the  last  cost-of-living  bonus  was 
granted  to  civil  servants  Debt  charges 
to  meet  the  province’s  big  capital 
spending  program  have  been  increas- 
ing. There  Is  a strong  possibility  that 
the  Government,  may  have  to  ball 
out  the  hospital  insurance  plan  for 
another  year  or  two. 


To  keep  the  budget  within  last  . 
year's  figure,  then,  means  that  each* 
minister  has  to  make  cut#  In  his  own 
department.  That's  where  the  fight- 
ing starts,  each  minister  defending  his 
own  spending  to  the  last  ditch.  Time 
and  again  they  have  been  sent  back 
to  cut  and  cut  again. 

Premier  Johnson  and  Mr  Anscomb 
insist  that  the  ministers  cut  out 
duplication  in  services  and  branches 
created  In  the  days  of  lush  free  spend- 
ing but  now  not  strictly  essential. 

This  will  mean  some  pruning  in  the 
civil  service;  Just  bow  drastic  won't  be 
unfolded  until  the  budget  is  presented 
to  the  Legislature  neat  month.  Until 
then  it's  a closely  guarded  secret. 

Even  the  optimists  say  there  Isn't 
a chance  of  keeping  to  last  year's 
892.30Q.000  They  suggest  8100.000,000 
as  a more  likely  minimum.

The  soles  Lax  branch  under  Lloyd 
Detwiller  is  gaining  a reputation  for 
efficient  operation. 

The  branch  has  to  collect  sales  tux 
from  25.000  businesses.  Hundreds  of 
them  change  hands  every  month.

For  example 
there  is  a system  of  dividing  busi- 
nesses into  550  categories  and  using 
machines  to  obtain  statistical  aver- 
ages which  point  an  unerring  finger 
at  businessmen  not  making  the  tax 
returns  they  should 

The  Finance  Department  has  been 
Impressed.  The  branch  is  to  take  over 
Issuing  cheques  for  the  Victoria  civil 
service  payroll. 

Under  consideration  is  a plan  to 
pay  all  Government  accounts  through 
the  same  mechanised  system.

The  mere 
fact  that  the  Idea  was  born  at  all 
shows  Lhat  the  nucleus  of  a member- 
ship existed  A search  for  the  reason 
why  leads  to  speculation  about  how 
exactly  the  members  of  an  Atheists' 
Club  would  spend  their  evenings  to- 
gether. 

It  would  be  a waste  Of  their  tune, 
besides  a decidedly  tiresome  mode  of 
social  relaxation,  to  preach  the  no- 
Ood  philosophy  to  one  another.  Yet 
conceivably  they  would  have  nothing 
else  in  common  but.  this  negative 


opinion  about  the  great  mysteries 
One  atheist  might  be  an  ardent  stamp 
collector,  another  devoted  to  conjur- 
ing tricks,  a third  to  canasta  and  a 
fourth  to  designing  wallpaper.  What 
basis  for  comradeship  could  exist 
here? 

Perhaps  the  clue  to  the  failure  of 
the  project  liee  In  the  simple  truth 
that  It  is  belief,  not  unbelief,  that 
unites  men  and  gives  them  a cause 
for  common  action.  A merely  "anti” 
attitude  toward  any  idea  or  project 
cannot  be  a cloee  bond.  It  Is  true  that 
vegetarians  are  united  by  disapproval 
of  meat-eaters,  but  a stronger  tie  Is 
their  common  enthusiasm  for  the  vir- 
tue* of  splnagh  and  carrot  Juice. 


The  atheist,  by  contrast,  has  noth* 
Ing  but  "the  rock  of  unyielding  de- 
spair,” to  use  a phrase  of  Bertrand 
Russell,  to  offer  in  place  of  the  con- 
ception he  rejects.  He  may  be  a very 
agreeable  companion  In  many  ways, 
but.  If  bo.  his  positive  attributes  will 
account  for  that.  Athelapi  in  Itself 
Is  a withdrawal  from  a common 
human  experience,  whereas  It  Is 
entering  Into  such  experience  thal 
makes  us  social  beings  Forming  a 
-tub  of  atheists  would  be  rather  ilks 
forming  a club  of  men  who  have  never 
heard  the  national  anthem,  never 
been  in  love  or  never  seen  the  stars.

LONDON.  Jan.  7 CP)  . — Britons 
and  American*  have  been  mag- 
nanimou*  toward  one  another  In  the 
matter  of  their  Inches,  but  scientists 
are  beginning  to  say  It’s  not  good 
enough. 

They  want  the  Inches  to  come  to- 
gether . For  all  the  layman  cares 
they're  Identical  now.  but  those  who 
know  say  the  British  inch  Is  two- 
thousandths  of  1 per  cent  shorter 
than  the  American. 

The  weights  and  measures  legis- 
lation committee  has  prepared  a 
report  for  Harold  Wilson.  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  recommend- 
ing that  British  and  United  States 
expert*  get  together  soon  to  work 
out  a common  system  of  weights 
and  measures .

THE  German  Shepherd  dog.  more 
commonly  krvow^Ai  “Alsatian" 
or  Police  Dog’  to  wel^ptown  to  dog 
lovers  the  world  over  Raimlach 
von  Pruasenblut.  a very  fine  speci- 
men of  the  breed,  to  now  in  Victoria 
with  hto  owner.  Major  D.  P.  Morris. 
IN  BORDER  WORK 
Born  Just  over  two  years  ago  in 
the  kennel  of  Herr  Karl  bettmer  of 
Osnabrueck,  Germany,  he  was 
schooled  in  the  famous  German  po- 
lice dog  training  school  at  Hamburg 
This  school  has.  since  the  war  ended, 
regained  some  of  its  former  repu- 
tation as  an  International  dog 
training  centre,  and  Is  today  func- 
tioning mainly  to  produce  well- 
trained  dogs  for  tntersonal  border 
work  between  the  East  and  West 
sunes.  These  animals  very  capably 
supplement  the  scattered  police  and 
border  officials  on  their  patrols  over 
long  stretches  of  lonely  and  moun- 
tainous countryside. 

GOOD  SCHOOLING 
At  this  school  the  dogs  are  for  a 
three- month,  period  taught  the 
many  duties  for  which  the  breed 
have  became  famous.  Guarding, 
protecting  following  trails,  general 
rescue  work,  and  above  all  absolute 
obedience  to  their  masters  com- 
mand*. all  forms  part  of  their  daily 


routine.  The  choicest  reward  for 
becoming  a student  at  the  school  to 
that  the  Allied  Military  Government 
authorities  allow  the  dogs  a very 
generous  raw  horseflesh  ration. 

While  other  breeds  have  become 
Just  as  popular  for  general  police 
work,  the  German  shepherd  for  the 
past  30  years  has  been  singled  out 
for  both  police  and  military  train- 
ing tn  Oermany.  The  majority  of 
"seeing  eye"  dogs  are  also  drawn 
from  this  breed.  The  many  reason* 
for  this  choice  are  their  intelligence 
and  ability  to  learn  quickly,  together 
with  their  main  characteristic  of 
forming  an  attachment  to  one 
master  with  a degree  of  loyalty  and 
affection  unsurpassed  In  any  other 
breed 

A FAMOUS  DOC 

Lex  von  Pruasenblut.  the  sire  of 
Ralmisch.  was  Germany  s most  fa- 
mous postwar  dog.  While  on  show 
at  Zunch  in  Switzerland  in  Novem- 
ber. 1948.  he  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  s lady  from  New  York,  and 
the  following  to  a translation  ol 
what  Zuricher  Zeltung.  Swiss  news- 
paper. reported  after  the  show.

ferent forms  or  types,  to  the  offi- 
cially-sealed dead  letter  postage 
stamp  Except  for  a few  of  the  spe- 
cialized catalogues  such  as  Jarrett 
and  the  Holmes,  it  to  not  even  given 
mention  in  any  of  the  standard 
catalogues  such  as  Scott,  Gibbons 


and  others  in  more  or  less  common 
use  The  only  general  catalogue 
which  both  illustrates  and  men- 
tions these  three  types  to  the  Yvert 
A Telller  issued  by  Champion,  of 
Paris,  and  almost  universally  used 
in  Europe  by  those  who  do  not  speak 
English. 

These  stamps  appear  to  have  been 
dubbed  "labels”  by  most,  which  they 
certainly  are  not.  It  may  not  be 
generally  known  that  until  a few 
years  ago  the  system  In  vogue  In 
many  countries,  that  of  returning 
undelivered  letters,  was  agsinst  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  Canada  As 


a matter  of  fact  letters  discovered 
unsufficiently  stamped  were  not  de- 
livered to  the  addressee  but  found 
their  way  to  the  dead  Vetter  office 
These  facts  cannot  be  disputed,  they 
are  on  record  for  anyone  to  see  In 
the  course  of  events  letters  found 
their  way  to  the  dead  letter  office 
cotilalnutg  items  of  value,  these 
could  not  be  burned  as  were  those 
of  no  value  and  neither  could  they 
be  returned  as  It  would  be  contrary 
to  the  rules  for  the  department  to 
send  Vetters  for  which  prepayment 


had  not  been  provided.  It  was  there- 
fore decided  to  issue  s stamp  which 
distinctly  Stated  that  the  letter  had 
been  officially  sealed  by  the  dead 
letter  office  and  that  the  stamp 
being  of  an  official  nature  was  In 
prepayment  of  the  postage.  No  ac- 
count being  available  whereby  the 
charges  could  be  made  for  the  post- 
age, such  stamps  were  given  no  de- 
nomination as  their  use  could  apply 
to  parcels  or  letters  requiring  more 
than  the  usual  postal  rate.  The  cost 
of  manufacture,  however,  was 
charged  by  the  postage  stamp  de- 
partment to  the  dead  letter  office, 
which  was  a branch  by  Itself  The 
system  with  the  Introduction  of  the 
dead  letter  office  envelope  for  the 
return  of  such  mall  ha*  been  done 
away  with  and  officially  sealed 
stamps  are  no  longer  used. 

There  U not  a shadow  of  doubt 
that  such  stamps  did  duty  as  pos- 
tage stamps,  as  owners  of  used  cop- 
ies on  letters  can  testify  The  first 
stamp  Issued  was  In  1879  and  Is  s 
nicely  engraved  design  In  brown; 
the  second  Issued  tn  1905  to  a beau- 
tiful design  showing  the  head  of 
Queen  Victoria  (though  King  Ed- 
ward VI  was  then  King'  and  ap- 
peared In  two  forms,  the  first  on 


blue  paper  (not  blued',  and  to  quite 
rare.  A similar  design  vras  Used.  In 
1907  but  In  this  case  white  paper 
was  used  and  the  stamp  to  rela- 
tively common  compared  to  the  blue 
one.  The  third  Issue  appeared  in 
1913  and  to  the  least  Interesting  and 
poorest  production  of  the  three 
types.  A word  of  warning  to  col- 
lectors of  these  stamps  to  not  amiss 
If  collected  used  you  may  expect  a 
crease  across  the  stamp  as  It  was 
applied  50-50  across  the  slit  in  the 
envelope  which  was  made  to  ascer- 
tain the  name  and  address  of  the 
addresser,  for  its  safe  return  to  him 
or  her.  In  unused  state  they  were 
obtainable  only  from  the  Philatelic 
Agency  at  Ottawa  and  were  never 
an  sale  to  the  public  at  any  post 
office.  No  Canadian  collection 
should  omit  them,  as  they  are  genu- 
ine stamps

Specimen*  of  this  strain  from  Det- 
tmer'a  kennels  have  always  fetched 
highest  prices  and  honors  In  home 
and  foreign  exhibitions.  They  are 
recognized  as  the  finest  of  their 
breed  in  most  European  countries, 
and  many  or  the  family  are  today 
carrying  on  that  tradition  Lex's 
half  sister,  Ingrid,  to  at  present  a 
champion  in  the  United  States,  and 
Ralmisch.  a son.  in  Hamburg,  took 
first-class  honors  in  all  tests  at  the 
recent  Llppe  Detmold  show  follow- 
ing hto  graduation  from  the  Ham- 
burg training  school.

IN  OTHER  LANDS 
The  breed  was  first  exhibited  In 
England  at  the  Kennel  Club  show  in 
1911  by  a Mrs  McMillan,  since 
which  date  they  have  established 
themselves  very  firmly  both  in  the 
British  Isles  and  on  the  American 
continent.  The  earlier  types  had 
not  got  the  length  of  body  alert  ex- 
pression, rhythmical  gait,  and  ap- 
pearance of  quality  that  we  Bee  in 
the  breed  today.  This  point  alone 
helps  to  explode  the  belief  that  they 
come  from  the  wolf,  and  the  early 
types  certainly  had  far  less  of  the 
wolf  than  to  suggested  in  today  s 
well-bred  specimens.

She  was 
followed  by  the  Motile  Adan.s.  laic 
known  as  the  E.  B Marvin;  while 
in  fourth  and  fifth  places  were 
Ariel  and  Carloua  Cox. 

JAPAN  PASSAGE 
It  was  when  the  hunters  bad  been 
banned  from  shooting  seals  In  Ber- 
ing Sea  End  schooners  were  being 
selxed  for  disobeying  regulations 
that  the  sealera  began  to  "clear-'  foe 
the  Japan  coast  which  opened  tip 
opportunities  to  demunstrate  sail- 
ing qualities  and  the  die  tile  of 
crew*. 

The  long  passage  to  Japan  stretch- 
ed from  the  irguiar  steam—  routes 
and  tripled  that  distance  to  rake 
advantage  of  trade  winds,  picked 
up  in  the  latitude  of  the  Hawaiian 
islands  This  gave  the  schooners  a 
chance  for  some  smart  sailing  and 
the  crewa  a wider  field  of  exploits 
to  brag  about.  There  were  some 
•eAlers  who  could  boast  that  their 
vessela  had  outdistanced  revenue 
cutters  and  Russian  met? -of- war. 
which  did  not  prove  anything,  tor 
with  a fair  wind  and  carrying  all 
mil  that  was  not  hard  to  do  sixty 
odd  years  ago. 

A CHALLENGE 

So  the  arguments  continued  day 
and  night  and  were  at  their  peak  by 
the  Pall  of  1862.  when  local  papers 
tn  October  of  that  year  carried  a 
challenge,  the  first  to  be  so  record- 
ed. which  was  meant  for  the  vocai 
spokesmen  of  several  ve&sels — E B. 
Marvin.  Ocean  Belle.  Casco.  Viva, 
Diana  and  Vera. 

Vera  was  one  of  the  fleet  which

veaeels  mentioned  had  made  the 
Pacific  passage  tn  previous  Winters 
The  Vera's  beat  time  was  106  days 
The  Casco  had  beaten  the  Diana 
across  by  a day.  having  sailed  from 
Victoria  twenty- four  hour*  later

I 
might  say.  that  the  number  cf  false 
statements  regarding  the  Agees 
Macdonald's  sailing  qualities  navmg 
been  made,  this  will  afford  a good 
opportunity  of  settling  the  ques- 
tion. especially  as  the  fleet  is  home 
and  could  be  put  tn  commission  at 
short  notice.  M Cutler,  captain 
schooner  Agnes  Macdonald.'* 

BY  THE  BOARD 
The  challenge,  obviously  aimed  at 
the  E.  B.  Marvin,  ex-MoUi*  Adams, 
created  a lot  of  talk,  but  'hat  was 
all.  It  could  have  been  a good  rare 
especially  If  the  money  had  been 
covered  by  the  operators  of  the 
schooner  mentioned.  The  sailing 
qualities  of  both  schooners  had  al- 
ready been  demonstrated,  notably  on 
the  run  to  Japan  during  th”  previous 
Winter 

Cutler  skippered  the  Agn-js  Mac- 
donald and  Byers  the  E B Marvin. 
The  two  schooners  left  Victoria  cn 
the  same  day  In  January  and  made 
port  on  the  other  side  of  the  Pacific 
In  ftfty-aoe  days.  Never  sighting 
each  other  after  taking  their  de- 
parture from  Cape  Flattery  until 
they  made  a landfall  near  Shlom- 
Uaki  Head,  which  the  Marvin  raised 
several  hours  in  the  lead,  altnough 
the  Agnes  managed  to  reach  anchor- 
age at  Yokohama  three  hours  ahead 
of  her  rival.

Setting  up  a ship  for  construciion 
right  side  up.  Is  facilitated  if  you 
place  your  keel  exactly  as  It  1* 
drawn  in  your  profile-plan.  Some- 
times the  keel  lies  flat  on  the  base- 
due  from  stern  almost  to  stem,  but 
more  often  the  stem-end  of  keel 
touches  the  base-line  and  risea  as 
its  line  runs  forward.  Decide  Just 
what  height  above  the  floor  will  be 
Convenient  for  you,  remembering 
you  will  be  working  under  the  vessel 
part  of  the  time.  Draw  a line  paral- 
lel to  your  base-line  and  below  It 
the  required  distance.  Now  at  each 
station,  or  at  every  other  station  if 
timbers  are  scarce,  measure  the 
bright  to  cut  a block  (two  by  four 
will  do).  Place  these  blocks  at  the 
proper  spacing  and  brace  each  to 
the  floor.  Now  set  your  keel  as- 
sembly upon  these  blocks  and  fasten 
the  keel  with  cleats  at  the  sides, 
brace  the  stem  and  transom  to  the 
floor.  Your  water  lines  should  now 
be  level.  That  Is  to  say,  by  stretching 
a string  from  the  load  water-line 
marks  on  stem  and  transom,  you 
can  use  a carpenter's  level  to  check 
your  set-up. 

* * * 

The  bracing  of  your  moulds,  as 
you  place  them  In  position  upon  the 
*e*L  follows  tried  and  proven  cus- 
tom. and  differs  greatly  only  be- 
tween building  Inside  or  outside.  If 
you  are  bulkllng  outside,  then  place 
cross  timbers  at  each  station,  and 
mount  the  keel-blocks  each  upon 
a cross  piece.  These  latter  should 
be  a shade  wider  than  the  beam  of 
the  ship  at  the  station,  so  that  the 
moulds  can  be  braced  at  the  side* 
down  to  the  cross  umber*  Peg  the 
rlmbcrs  to  the  ground  to  prevent 
movement.  In  building  inside  the 
croas  Umbers  are  not  needed,  and 
the  blocks  fastened  directly  to  the 
Hoot.  The  moulds  are  then  braced 
to  overhead  beams,  or  to  the  celling. 

It  Is  extremely  Important  to  get 
these  moulds  braced  firmly,  and 
quite  as  important  to  have  them 
exactly  on  their  stations,  vertical, 
and  square  across  the  keel.  Take 
a round  turn  on  your  patience  here 
to  belay  all  haste.  Check  and  coun- 
ter-check your  moulds  when  placing 
them. 

* * » \ 

3et  all  moulds,  which  Lie  forward 
of  midships,  aft  of  their  station 
llnea.  Set  all  moulds,  which  lie  aft 
of  midships,  forward  of  their  station 
line*.  The  reason  for  this  will  be 
obvious  when  you  consider  the  curve 
of  your  ships  sides  fore  and  aft  of 
midships.  Use  a plumb-bob  to  centre 
the  cross -braoe  of  your  moulds  over 
the  centre-line  of  the  keel.  When 
all  your  moulds  are  standing  true 
and  firm  upon  the  keel,  then  bend 
a king  batten  around  them  from 
stem  to  transom.  Any  unfairness 
will  show  The  batten  should  touch 
all  the  moulds,  except  where  any 
flare  may  exist  at  the  bow.  and  by 
pressing  the  ribband  in  here  It  will 
sUL’  indicate  any  wrongly -placed 
moulds.  When  you  are  confident 
they  are  well  aligned,  you  can  com- 
mence fastening  the  ribbands 
* v • 

Ribbands  are  the  long  bauens 
bent  fore  and  all  around  the  moulds 
to  form  a structure  around  wnieh 
to  bend  the  frames  or  ribs.  Your 
plans  will  give  the  sine  of  ribband 
to  use.  but  If  not.  then  a compara- 
tive dse.  for  say  a fifteen  footer, 
would  be  \"*r.  All  ribbands 
should  be  full  length,  for.  though 
they  can  be  spliced  to  make  the 
length.  In  this  country  of  long  um- 
ber the  practice  u needless  In  small 
vhips.  Fasten  each  ribband  first  at 
the  midship  mould,  then  working 
toward  the  ends.  Place  your  rib- 
bands alternately  port  and  star- 
board to  prevent  undue  strain  on 
the  moulds.

FEW  men  tn  British  Columbia's 
public  life  contributed  more  to 
the  welfare  of  the  province  than 
Edward  Qawler  Prior.  His  was  a re- 
markable career— merchant  jmnee. 
soldier,  politician.  Federal  Cabinet 
minuter.  Premier  and  Lieut -Gov- 
ernor of  British  Columbia 
Few  families  added  as  much  to  the 
vocial  brilliance  of  Victoria  at  the 
turn  of  the  century,  for  the  Prior 
homes  were  Indeed  hospitable  places, 
filled  with  warm-hearted  people. 
Col.  Prior  was  frequently  serenaded; 
when  he  won  an  election  he  held 
open  house,  bands  ployed  on  his 
lawns,  crowds  throneed  hu  living- 
rooms.  there  were  toasts  galore 
Weddings  at  the  Prior  home  were 
the  talk  of  the  town  for  days. 
FROM  ENGLAND 
Prior  came  from  his  native  Qig- 
liuid,  where  he  waa  born  in  1853. 
son  of  a clergyman,  to  Vancouver 
Ida  ml  In  1873.  to  be  oaai-Aant  man- 
ager of  the  Vancouver  Cool  Com- 
pany. He  was  30,  a handsome,  dash- 
ing youth,  who  promptly  became 
popular,  not  only  with  Victoria's  beat 
families,  but  with  the  miners  at 
Nanaimo.  It  was  said  he  was  equally 
at  home  In  candle  lit  drawing -rooms 
talking  to  beautiful  women,  and  in 
Nanaimo  taverns  telling  Jokes  with 
the  miners  and  singing  their  songs. 

He  stayed  with  the  Vancouver 
Coal  Company  some  years  and  then 
entered  Government  service  The 
Colonist  of  August  12.  1877.  an- 
nounced : "An  excellent  appointment 
—Mr  Edward  O.  Prior  u Gazetted 
as  Inspector  of  Mines  under  the 
Mir.  log  Act.  Mr.  Prior  has  been 
underviewer  for  the  Vancouver  Coal 
Company  of  Nanaimo  for  several

Of  course 
the  Uth  hour  special  telegram  from 
Ottawa  put  in  Its  appearance  — to 
say  that— 'ti»e  Government  had  re- 
dtrmd  and  Hon.  Mr.  Laurter  had 
been  railed  upon  to  form  a Cabinet-’ 
The  dispute  h'  bore  the  earmarks  of 
a made-to-order  fake  sud  eery  few. 
If  any  were  deceived  by  it." 

THE  PRIORY 

Long  befurg  that  memuiable  elec- 
tion. Col.  Prior  built  his  fine  borne 
on  Pemberton  Rood,  today  a guest 
house.  He  called  it  The  Priory.  The 
Colonial  of  January  IL  1886.  made 
mention  of  it:  "A  handsome  resi- 
dence — Mr.  John  Hill,  contractor, 
has  just  completed  a handtome  villa 
residence  for  Mr.  E G.  Prior  about 
a -stone's  Uirow  from  Government 
House.  The  house  faces  the  sea  and 
is  one  ad  the.  most  oaovenieiuly- 
arranged  dwellings  hi  the  province. 
It  hoi  spacious  drawing,  dining  and 
breakfast  rooms,  large  kitchen  six 
sleeping  aparurientB,  a nursery, 
bathroom,  bo*  and  cold  water  In 
eserf  room,  electric  bells  and  every 
modern  convenience.  The  staircase 
is  a marvel  of  beauty,  and  the 
grates,  hearths  and  mantle  piece* 
are  tiled  and  tessc-lated  In  high -art 
style.

He  was  shown  the  previously  men 
uoned  scries  of  tomato  plants  in 
the  cold  frame  and  noted  how  the 
high-potash  fertiliser  was  "harden- 
ing" the  plants  Be  was  much  im- 
pressed with  the  firm,  stiff  stem 
and  stocky  plants  and  *u  advised 
to  spply  a aided  rawing  of  muriate 
of  potash  to  his  cabbage  plants  to 
‘•harden’*  them  In  order  to  get  a 
more  prompt  response,  because  time 
was  an  essential  factor,  he  was  ad- 
vised to  apply  the  potash  m solu- 
tion Since  he  was  equipped  with  a 
large  mounted  tank  with  tubes  to 
apply  calomel  solution  to  hte  cab- 
bage plant  rows  to  control  cabbage 
maggot,  it  was  suggested  that  he 
use  this  equipment  to  apply  the 
muriate  of  potash  tn  solution  directly 
an  hte  cabbage  row*  This  wss  ap- 
plied at  the  rate  of  ten  pounds  of  90 
per  cent  muriate  of  potash  per  50 
gallons  of  water,  using  750  gallons 
per  acre 

The  result  was  that  very  satisfac- 
tory plants  were  produced  by  this 
treatment..  A few  rows  were  left 
os  an  untreated  cheek  far  compari- 
son. The  cabbage  plants  receiving 
the  potash  stdedreasing  made  a 
ypyittwr  growth  with  firm  stiff  stem* 
that  stood  transplanting  well,  where- 
as the  untreated  plants  mode  such 
a rank  soft  growth  they  were  dis- 
carded. 

Similarly,  plants  in  the  field,  if

But  pirates  still  go  to  sea 
in  the  rorm  of  insects  which  pillage 
the  food  in  ships’  holds  to  the  tune 
of  minions  of  dollar*  And  they  too 
are  punishable  by  death.  Just  as  were 
the  pirate?  of  old.  Their  death  sen- 
tence comes  ynder  the  provision* 
of  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Prat 
Act  Regulations  administered  by  the 
Plant  Protection  Division  of  the 
Dominion  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture 

RE  >KAK(  H WORK 

For  a number  of  yean  the  Dt vi- 
sion of  Entomology  has  carried  out 
extensive  research  work  on  the  pro- 
tection of  such  foods  ss  grain  m 
storage  on  the  farms,  at  railway 
elevator*,  at  elevators  at  the  lake- 
beads  and  ocean  ports,  and  also 
during  railway  transportation  A 
most  satisfactory  organisation  for 
the  protection  of  Canadian  produce 
has  resulted. 

Early  In  the  war.  the  British  Min- 
istry of  Pood  requested  the  Cana- 
dian Government  to  extend  these 
protective  measures  to  Include  the 
inspection  of  ocean  vessels  carrying 
such  produce  to  the  United  King- 
dom from  Canada  This  was  the 
beginning  of  a ship  Inspection  pro- 


gram that  is  administered  by  the 
Division  of  .Plant  Protection  in  Can- 
ada at  (he  ports  of  Halifax,  Salni 
John.  Quebec.  Three  Rivers.  Sorel 
Montreal  and  Vancouver 

TO  ALL  EXPORTS 
The  importance  of  this  vessel  in- 
spection/wax  so  evident  that  H was 
no«  only  continred  after  the  war 
but  tt  wo « expanded  to  apply  to 
all  exports  or  grain  or  re  real  prod- 
ucts through  any  Canadian  port 
and  consigned  to  any  country.  In 
the  early  days  many  cases  were 
found  of  large  accumulations  of 
old  grain  and  other  plant  material 
m various  sections  of  ships’  holds, 
good  breeding  places  for  Insects 
Many  erf  the  ships  examined  dis- 
closed large  numben  of  stored 
products  pest*  Entomologists  were 
emphatic  that  if  these  Insect -

Com- 
plete cleaning,  followed  by  fumiga- 
tion of  the  ship's  hold,  is  found  to 
be  the  only  efficient  method  lu 
severe  coses  of  Infestation,  but  spot 
spraying  Is  used  if  the  inroads  of 
the  Insects  is  not  so  severe

Eggs  should  be  obtained  early  in 
the  year  and  they  will  hatch  out  in 
May  or  June  Most  suitable  food  is 
the  leaf  of  the  white  mulberry  Dur- 
ing the  last  ten  days  before  begin- 
ning to  spin,  the  silkworm  con- 
sumes—get  this— about  30  times  its 
own  weight  in  loaves. 

When  certain  stages  of  develop- 
ment are  reached,  the  silkworm  un- 
dergoes a process  known  os  molting 
when  the  entire  skin  Is  shed  Four 
of  these  molts  take  place  at  Inter- 
vals of  a few  days,  during  which 
there  Is  a suspension  of  activity, 
this  dividing  the  active  life  of  the 
creature  into  five  distinct  phases 
The  first  mail  occurs  about  seven 
days  after  hatching,  second  molt

AD  marked  its  introduction  into 
Southern  Europe  Early  in  the  pres- 
ent century  Japan  had  become  the 
leading  oountry  of  production 

HOURS  OF  PLEASURE 

Mr.  French  feel*  silkworm  raising 
will  afford  the  convalescing  veter- 
an* many  hours  of  pleasure  Aside 
from  the  ample  reward  that  will  be 
found  in  the  knowledge  gained  of 
the  marvelous  workings  of  nature 
and  the  absorbing  interest  that  will 
be  aroused,  a quantity  of  beautiful 
silk  can  be  produced  which  may  be 
put  to  such  goes  ss  bookmarkers,  he 
states 

“I  remember  a*  s boy  bow  I used 
to  steal  from  my  bed  oo  the  tiptoe

HOME  SUGGESTION*

P*oder  to  the  fluorescent  light. 
Household  appliance*  such  a* 
vacuum  cleaner*,  sewing  machine*, 
food-atexing  machine*,  refrigerator* 
and  automatic  stoker*  take  their 
share  of  blame. 

Defect*  to  power  tines  and  street 
lighting  system*  often  disrupt  radio 
Retailing  over  a wide  area. 

SEEKING  SOl’Ktl 
The  inspector*  work  to  pairs.  On* 
drive*  slowly  while  the  other  tune* 
to  a battery  radio.  Often  they  find 
reception  maddeningly  clear  to  Um 
trouble  area,  and  they  have  to  make

Defective  beating- pad*  produce 
an  intense,  boUow- founding  bum.

Electric  raaor* 
produce  a rasping,  burning  whin*.

What  causes  the  noise?  Basically, 
any  electrical  device,  faulty  or 
otherwise,  which  produce*  «p*rklng 
or  an  electrical  arc  and  thus  set*  up 
a small.  Insane  radio  transmitter 
which  scatters  electrical  waves  In- 
discriminately. 

The  interruption  reaches  the  re- 
ceiver by  two  routes  simultaneously:

Electric  raaor*  of  some  makes  can 
cause  trouble  when  they  are  factory- 
new.  because  they  operate  on  a vi- 
brating principle  which  makes 
spark*  Moot  make*  carry  built- to 
"suppressor*,"  but  often  these  fall 
to  give  any  satisfaction  Other  types 
of  electric  raaor*.  which  eon  tain 
miniature  electric  motors,  are  harm- 
less. 

HOME  GADGETS 

Christman  - % if  t aiectric  blankets 
are  not  likely  to  cause  trouble  yet. 
but  their  uwnesi  will  have  to  keep 
an  ear  to  them  when  they  begin  to 
age  Contacts  an  the  bimetallic 
tbermastats  which  open  and  close 
circuits  to  keep  the  blanket  at  a set 
temperature  can  wear  out  and 
■park. 

Household  machines  containing 
electric  motor*  are  troublesome  only 
when  part*  become  worn  or  dirty. 
The  same  goe*  for  most  industrial 
motor*. 

Fluorescent  light*  interrupt  the 
radio  to  a different  way,  which  is 
hard  to  explain  without  technical 
language.  They  set  up  a radio  fre- 
quency current  which  interferes  only 
with  radios  on  the  same  circuit.

An  outbreak  on  Dallas  Road  was 
traced  to  the  street- lighting  system.

NEW  SOVRCEB 
Ifqrve  code  noise*  from  ship* 
wtrelem  sometimes  Interrupt  Pa- 
cific Coast  radio  listening— but  they 
are  usually  heard  on  receiver*  which 
arc  slightly  defective.  Radio  in- 
spector* can  do  nothing  about  that. 

Not  every  interruption  can  be 
identified  by  Its  sound,  because  there 
is  always  some  nrw  source  to  plague 
the  airwave  detectives. 

A metre  attached  to  the  detector 
car's  radio  measure*  the  Intensity 
of  the  Interrupting  sound.  When  a 
reaches  a screeching  •peak."  the 
source  to  often  near  at  hand— but 
not  always.  In  the  case  of  power- 
line  or  lighting  troubles  there  are 
often  minor  peak*,  and  Inspector* 
must  cruise  patiently  slot*,  the  line 
an  til  they  find  the  big  one.  pausing 
to  tap  each  suspicious  pole  with  a 
mallet. 

DIRECTION  FINDER 
Direction -finding  "loop*  which 
points  toward  the  source  af  the 
sound  are  of  some  use  to  the  coun- 
try. but  to  town  they  are  baffled  by 
crtos-crostog  wires  which  radiate 
impulses  from  all  sides.  One*  the 
source  of  power-ltoe  trcwble  is 
found,  the  company  or  municipality 
doc*  the  rest. 

Householder*  are  sometimes  re- 
luctant to  admit  they  hare  offend- 
aig  equipment,  and  then  the  fev- 
spector  must  be  a diplomat  as  well 
as  a detective.  Often  the  dialogue 
gree  like  this: 

Householder.  “No,  I hare  no  beak-

Householder:  "Not  at  all." 

Presto!  The  noise  slope  instantly. 
Then  the  householder  suddenly  re- 
member* that  Uncle  Charlie  brought 
his  electric  footwarmer  with  him 
when  he  came  to  stay  and  to  toast- 
ing bis  toes  at  this  moment. 

Once  the  inspector*  tracked  down 
a sound  to  a Chinese  boarding- 
house. where  there  seemed  to  be  no- 
body st  borne  behind  the  locked 
door*.  Calls  to  the  neighbor*  re- 
vealed the  owner,  who  came  with  a 
key. 

Inside  was  a honeycomb  of  small 
Uvlng-cublclee.  each  Just  big  enough 
for  one  man  to  sleep  to.  The  In- 
spector. with  the  landlord,  prowled 
the  corridors.

B RAT  TO  DO 

What  can  a householder  do  when 
he  learns  that  hto  appliances  are 
ruining  the  neighbor*'  listening?  If 
the  grief  come*  from  new  equip- 
ment he  can  return  It  to  the  dealer, 
or  hare  a “taipprewor”  fitted  to 
eliminate  the  noise  H worn  or 
faulty  equipment  to  the  source,  hr 
eao  sail  to  the  repair  mas. 

But  If  all  there  actions  produce  so 
results,  and  the  noire  goes  no.  toe 
house  holder  Is  simply  “mit  at  lack." 
He  may  hare  to  throw  hto  appltenre 
to  the  ash -can.  so  that  people  san 
hear  Hearthstone  next  week.

The  carbon 
Indicate*  that  there  was  an  air  leak 
at  this  particular  point  and  that, 
ha  reasoned,  would  cause  a lean 
enough  mixture  to  produce  backfir- 
ing. Getting  out  a socket  wrench 
and  tightening  the  gasket  bolts  he 
was  rewarded  by  having  the  engine 
run  normally  again. 

MECHANIC  JOF. 

"Being  a mechanic  myself.  I know 
bow  easy  it  to  to  slip  up  on  one  of 
the  little  extras  which  are  ao  Im- 
portant to  the  success  of  any  repair 
Job  I remember  the  penalty  I paid 
for  falling  to  grease  the  crankshaft 
pilot  bearing  when  doing  a dutch  re- 
placement. There  was  another  time 
when  after  rebuilding  a water  pump, 
I overlooked  the  importance  of  add- 
ing some  rust  inhibitor  of  the 
exnubifytng  oil  type.  It  wasn’t  tang 
before  the  pump  became  noisy  again.

WHY  IT  WIGGLED 

When  a reader  ran  into  difficulty 
trying  to  cure  a fluctuating  am- 
meter the  currant  regulator  was.  of 
course,  the  first  thing  suspected. 
That  poor  device  usually  gets  the 
blame.  When  a new  regulator  proved 
to  be  no  help  at  all  the  owner  wisely 
checked  over  the  wiring,  but  fool- 
ishly forgot  to  check  the  fan  belt 
which  later  investigation  proved  to 
be  slipping.  Another  thing  that 
could  cause  this  condition  would  be 
a weak  generator  brush  spring. 
Sometime*  it  is  found  that  there  are 
poor  connections  inside  the  gener- 
ator Itself.  One  point  often  over- 
looked to  possibility  of  a loose  com- 
mutator segment  inside  the  gener- 
ator.

Specialist*  In  frame  straightening 
use  various  ways  of  checking  as  well 
as  straightening.  The  checking  can, 
for  Instance,  be  done  by  means  of 
hanging  gauges  from  the  car  at  sev- 
eral points  and  noting  whether  the 
sights  on  the  gauge  center*  line  up 
properly.  Another  way  to  to  use  a 
plumb  bob  to  mark  off  a complete 
pattern  of  the  frame  on  the  floor. 
Usually  the  trouble  can  be  broken 
down  to  damaged  members  of  the 
frame  which  can  be  replaced  in- 
dividually by  riveting  or  with  the 
aid  of  nuts  and  bolts.

CAPTAIN  Alex  Mend  re.  a tanned 
and  muscular  prototype  of  the 
Windward  Wands'  sport  fisherman, 
may  have  a record  on  hto  hands,  ac- 
cording to  a recent  report  Captain 
Mendee  hooked  into  and  caught  a 
blue  marlin  which  he  ilaime 
weighed  Just  over  1300  pounds.  The 
Bah.  says  the  captain,  was  seventeen 
and  a half  feet  tang,  and  had  a 
beak,  or  sword,  three  feet  two  Inches 
In  length  from  Up  to  base.  When 
the  marlin  was  dismembered,  and  a 
pole  run  through  its  huge  Jaws,  it 
took  four  men  to  lift  the  head  alone 
of  the  ground.  The  head  to  said  to 
nave  weighed  196  pounds. 

A NEW  RECORD 
Since  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  Htotory  note*  the  record 
blue  marlin  eatch  at  737  pound;..  R 
seem*  that  Captain  Mende*  may 
have  broken  the  record  In  a big  way. 
The  official  record  holder,  too,  was 
taken  In  the  Wert  Indies,  only  some- 
what farther  north  off  the  Ba- 
hamas. It  can  be  said  with  some 
certain  tv  that  it  tftik  an  outstoed 
fish  like  this  blue  marlin  to  cause 
any  excitement  in  the  Grenadine 
area  at  the  Windward  Ialande. 
Chance*  art  that  more  than  one  po- 
tential record-breaker  taken  from 
those  waters  ha*  gone  unnoticed 
Although  it  may  well  be  the  best 
big  game  fish  territory  in  the  world,

The  Islands  in 
that  lonely  string  are  barren,  iso- 
lated rock*  and  scraps  of  land,  crop- 
ping out  of  an  uncertain  submarine 
ridge,  and  are.  for  the  most  part,  un- 
inhabited dependencies  of  neigh- 
boring Grenada  They  have  strong*, 
inexplicable  names  like  Wet  Ronde, 
Lee  Tante*.  Adam.  Hog.  and  Con- 
ference It  to  around  ooe  of  there 
Intends,  say*  Captain  Mende*.  a pile 
of  rort  <W0  feet  high  called  Kick- 
Em -Jenny,  that  an  enterprising 
man  with  a rod  and  reel  te  likely  to 
find  big -game  fishing  which  can 
shake  the  vain -glory  at  the  most 
self-mttoDed  sportsman.

Bluerne-®  and  resentment,  tem- 
pered by  wit  and  humor,  achieve 
compact,  stinging  Vividness  of  ex- 
preaaktn  to  this  collection  of  poems 
Crudely,  the  dominant  theme  of 
the  “Bed  Heart”  ts  that  man  is  born 
unwillingly  Into  the  world  and  Is 
bound  to  seek,  as  the  only  relief 
from  the  pain  of  living,  the  love 
which  betrayed  him  Into  existence 
“Love”  as  portrayed  In  these 
poem*  ts  painfully  Inadequate  to  the 
task  demanded  of  iL  In  tbe  satiric 
line*  to  the  pneumatic  charms  of 
“The  Beauty  of  Miss  Beatty."  It  is 
“lust  which  has  always  rhymed  with 
dust”;  In  tbe  beach-scene  poem 
“Grand  Bend.”  It  is  “the  rutting 
season”  where  no  children  are  con- 
ceived “by  this  furious  activity  of 
the  lota*;  In  “Scenes  for  a Stereo- 
scope.” love  la  synonymous  with 
frustration  and  despair  described 
with  savage,  almost  maniacal  In- 
tensity: In  “To  My  Love*  the  emo- 
tion ts  “a  fantastic  while  glove.” 
which  must  be  tried  on.  only  to  be 
lost  in  the  horror  of  the  grave 
In  the  Utie- poem  and  elsewhere, 
man's  only  comfort  is  tn  a chili, 
haunting  vision  of  destruction  of 
the  life-cycle  of  this  world,  “where 
all  shall  be  trampled- Beneath  the 
dancing  reel  of  crowds — Of  other 
still- living  suns  and  stars  * 

The  poems  are  more  diversified  In 


both  farm  land  content  than  the 
foregoing  par  a-raae  would  indicate. 

There  are  the  Irregular  rhythms, 
off -rhyme*  and  exuberant  conceits, 
which  make  the  "Great  La-  es  Suite 
for  example,  a healthy  antidote  to 
what  another  Canadian  poet  ha* 
termed  the  outpouring  of  “breathy 
bard* ' gushing  metrically  over 
Northern  topography.

In  “Antichrist 
as  s Child.”  wit.  humor  and  pathos 
are  blended  in  mednet.  poignant 
portrayal  of  the  young  antichrist  as 
s symbol  of  the  rejected  and  re- 
jecting elements  of  humanity,  left 
wondering  “why  he  more  and  more 
—Dreamed  of  eclipses  of  the  sun-  - 
Of  sunsets,  ruined  towns  and  sep- 
pellns  And  especially.

The  nnal  poem  in  the  collection. 
"The  Bird  of  Paradise.”  b petulant 
prediction  that,  the  brilliance  and 
blackness  of  a rather  tawdry  Para- 
dise and  Hell  fading  in  the  human 
Imagination,  the  poet  will  someday 
find  his  creative  tongue  ‘'fall — Of 
any  glinting  words  and  pale— Shall 
falter  with  a sigh  and  pout — That 
all  Fire,  all  Hell,  all  Poetry  b out." 

In  IU  context,  the  poem  tempt* 
interpretation  as  an  indication  at 
awareness  that  further,  richer  verse 
la  perhaps  synonymous  only  with  s 
less  private,  as  well  as  less  tawdry,

ling young  man  who  made  good- -al- 
though not  by  the  ssune  method* 
used  by  the  hero  of  “What  Maker. 
Sammy  Run”  which  Is  just  as  good  a 
picture  of  another  aspect  of  the  mo- 
tion picture  industry. 

Some  of  these  men  who  bulU 
movies  Into  their  fantastic  present- 
day  prominence  were  half-educated 
and  almost  Illiterate  But  they  all 
had  vision  and  a confidence  In  the 
future  of  the  new  medium  of  en- 
tertainment 

MISTAKES 

They  made  mistakes— heartbreak- 
ing mistakes,  although  some  readers 
will  be  hard  put  to  sympathise  with 
the  magnate  who  b down  to  hi*  last 
million  dollars. 

But  besides  presenting  a clear  ac- 
count of  Hollywood  and  its  financial
